'Die Southwestern 
Hell Tele- 


phone Company, not content with 
the returns from already exor- 
bitant rates charged for telephone 
service in the City of Fayetteville; 
but athirst for more shekels to 
.swell its copious coffers. h;ts seized 
upon a certain holding made by 
the Arkansas Supreme Court to 
evolve a scheme of wringing and 
extorting still more money from 
the students of the University. 


The scheme by which these rug- 


ged individualists heading the Tel- 
ephone Co. hope 
to grind 
the 


financial faces of the students still 
more deeply into the dust i.s beau- 
tiful and simple. It involves the 
placing of pay telephones in all 
|j|<uvs of business which students 
frequent. 
These pay 
telephones 


are placer! in the business houses 
regardless of the wishes of the pro- 
prietors; and in more than one in- 
.slance. absolutely against their 
will. 


How does this affect the students 


of the University? It means simply 
I hi.s, that lie cannot make a .single 
call from business establishments 
in the city without paying ad- 
ditional tribute to the coffers of 
thi! Southwestern Bell. It means 
that when Y-O-U net caught in the 
rain at George's, that you will have 
to pay the Telephone Co. a nickel 
for the privilege of calling a taxi, 
and this Ls so, even though George 
has a private telephone in his 
place of business, and would be 
glad for the student to use it. But 
the company .says, "No, George, 
you can't do thai. We're a big cor- 
poration; we must have bigger div- 
idends. " 


What does the Telephone Co. 


have to say about this procedure? 
They say that, they are doing it 
"to help the business men." Why 
u: it. then, that the business men 
are objecting so strenuously to this 
policy if it helps them? They pay 
for the telephones they have in 
their place of business. Why .should 
they be denied the ri^ht u, let a 
customer use their telephone, 
if 


they .so desired ? ? ? 


Believing that the businessmen 


and .students are willing to co- 
operate in combatting this deplor- 
able .situation, we .simply ask that, 
Y-O-U, fellow students, give this 
matter 
consideration 
and 
that, 


Y-O-U, businessmen request the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
to immediately remove the pay tel- 
ephone from your establishments.

Ford Meets F. I). 


WASHINGTON. - 
</!') — President 


Roosevelt and Henry Ford, a leading 
dissenter to Rooseveltian policy, devot- 
ed two hours to a "pleasant family 
conversation" Wednesday. 


For an hour they talked at luncheon 


in the "family dining room" at the 
While House and continued the con- 
versation another hour in the presi- 
dent's study upstairs. Then, with as- 
sociates elbowing newspapermen aside, 
the motor magnate left the White 
House, entered a limousine and drove 
to Union Station to keep an engage- 
ment in New York tonight. 


No Statements 


"What did you talk about?—how did 


you get along?—did you give him any 
advice?" the reporters shouted at Ford 
during his scramble across the broad 
front portico of the White House. 


"We don't do that" wa.s Ford's reply, 


and he waved his questioners away 
with jerky little gestures of hi.s right 
arm. 
lie apparently meant that he 


didn't divulge hi.s discussions with 
presidents. 


"Was it pleasant?" a reporter asked. 
"Sure." 
The White House was equally firm 


about declining to say what the two 
had talked about. 


''There will be no statement here, 


either now or later," said Stephen T. 
Early, the president's secretary. 


G. Hall Roosevelt, a brother of Mrs. 


Roosevelt, who was instrumental in 
arranging the meeting and was one of 
those present, told the reporters the 
discussion 
involved 
"nothing 
that 


smacked of commercialism." 


"It was just a pleasant family con- 


versation, such as they have at the 
Wayside Inn," he said, referring to the 
old Massachusetts hosterly which Ford 
recently restored.

HOLLYWOOD—Two years ago Bo- 


nita Granville was the hell-child of 
Hollywood, a malevolent little meanie 
cxlravagcntly praised for her evil 
deeds in "These Three." The picture 
lifted her at once to the top rank of 
character players, and she has re- 
mained there even since by dint of 
more villiany and an occasional ven- 
ture into sweetness and light. 


"But now," wailed Miss Granville, 


"I'm 15. It's tht most unattractive age 
in the world! Oh, it is, but definitely. 
Last year I was a little girl, and next 
year I'll be an ingeunue. But what am 
I today?" 


15-Year-Old "Vet" 


Sitting there in her dressing room 


and watching her steadying her make- 
up and long- gulden hair for the next 
scene, anybody could have told Miss 
Granville wliat she is today—a very 
attractive, if very young, woman. Put 
her into adult clothes and hairdress, 
and higher heels, and she could play 
a college senior. 


Nor could you guess her age by list- 


ening to her talk, Most movie young- 
sters are 
conversationally 
sure of 


themselves, but Bonita is a veteran 
with the confidence of seven years on 
the stage. Apparently she is one of 
the very rare child actress who is 
able to progress from juvenile to adult 
roles without a break. 


Under her Warner Brothers' con- 


tract and frequent loan-outs to other 
studios, she has been very bosy, with 
a total of three weeks off in eight 
months. "I don't mind, really," she 
-said. "But I Would like to get in a 
little more swimming. 


"Pretty soon I'm going to start a 


series of pictures—the Nancy Drew 
stories. They're about a girl of my 
age who's the daughter of a famous 
lawyer. She gets into adventures and 
becomes an amateur detective and 
solves a lot of cases. They're good 
movie stuff, and series are awfully 
popular these days. And I'll be featur- 
ed in them, which is something. 


"No, there isn't much romance in 


them. There is a boy, who keeps 
popping up at the rgiht time and do- 
ing what 1 tell him. I had a little 
romance in 'White Banners,' that we 
finished lately. In a scone with Jack 
Cooper, he kisses me on the fore- 
head. It was the first picture in which 
I've ever been kissed. That gave the 
publicity department an idea and it 
tried to work up an off-stage romance

Japs Again Close 


to Lunghai Road 


Drive Within 10 Miles of 


It, Recovering Lost 


Advances 


Japan's re-invigorated army was re 


ported Thursday to have driven with- 
in 10 miles of the Lunghai railway 
after regaining ground lost early this 
month in its greatest reverse. 


The war in Spain was slowed up by 


heavy rains but, despite the weather, 
the insurgent army drove eastward 
against Sagunto, on the government 
coast, threatening to "pocket" govern 
ment forces. 


Europe's Democracies 


LONDON, Eng —(/P)—The premiers 


n"nd foreign ministers of Britain and 
France Thursday plunged into a two- 
day effort to work out in personal 
conference solutions to central Euro- 
pean and other threats to world peace. 


Alternatively they considered means 


of self-preservation in the event of 
war, and much closer co-operation of 
all fighting services of the two pow- 
ers was expected to be the major de- 
velopment of the conference. 


Jap Thrust at Russia 


SHANGHAI, 
China-(/P)—Japanese 


forces have begun a drive into Mo- 
hammendan Northwest China, where 
Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek has called upon 
ChineseMoslems to rally to his stand- 
ard. 


The new drive, in the direction of 


Outer Mongolian spheres of Soviet 
Russian influence, apparently is de- 
signed to seize the ancient Silk car- 
avan routes which have been used 
to bring 
Russian 
war 
supplies to 


Chiang's armies. 


In the southern Shantung province 


area of major hostilities, Japanese told 
of minor advances against the Lung- 
hai railway, east-west communication 
line through Central China. 


Japs Advance in North 


In the campaign into Mohammedan 


northwest 
provinces, 
Japanese 
re- 


ported capture of Anpei, in Suiyuan 
province, 50 miles northwest of the 
previous limit of their drive. Military 
force previously had carried Japanese 
influence halfway across Inner Mon- 
golia. The new battleground was with- 
in 100 miles of Outer Mongolia, under 
Soviet influence.

Insufficient Vitamin A May Affect Vision

Recently, however, some studies 


,' have been made on the effects of lack 


of vitamin A in the diet, which indi- 


._ cate that the deficiency may be wider 
, than has been suspected in the past. 


Vitamin A is a fat-soluble vitamin. 


We get most of it in our diet frorr, 


', animal sources, like liver, milk, butter. 
. fish,, and the carotene that is found in 


yellow or green pigrnented fruits anc 


' vegetables. Vitamin A is found alsr 


• in cod liver oil, and particularly 
. halibut liver oil. 


When animals are fed diets that are 


-' satisfactory in every other way bu: 


deficient in the amount of vitamin A 
they develop degenerative changes, in 
some of the cells of the body that are 
known as the epithelial cells, those 
which are on the surface of the skin, 
and of the mucous membrane. Obvi- 
ously, damage of this kind to the cell.s 
makes it possible for germs to attack 
them. 


In addition, vitamin A is definitely 


associated with that portion of hte eye 
which is concerned with light and 
adaptation to darkness. For that very 
reason, night blindness or inability to 


dim degrees of illumin- 


ation is an early symptom of vitamin 
A deficiency. 


A person who does not get enough 


vitamin A is unable to develop the 
material called visual purple in the 
eye as rapidly as does a person who 
has enough vitamin A. Extreme glare 
or brightness of the light will use up 
the visual purple rapidly, resulting in 
conditions like snow blindness or sun 
blindness. This can be detected by 
the use of a device called the photOr 
meter, sometimes even before the per- 
son realizes that anything is wrong. 


Other signs include dryness of the 


eye, 
resulting eventually in the con- 


dition called xeropthalmia. Any spec- 
ialist in diseases of the eye can tell by 
a study of the eye with reflected light 
whether or not changes in the con- 
junctiva are occurring.
